Rome, April 17.—The latest report 
of the physicians in attendance upon 
the pope show s tiiat ne has raided 
slightly from his critical coudi.lou. 
His holiness is very weak, hut his 
fever has abated aud his tem perature 
Is only tiali a degree above normal. 
The cough, which caused great alarm 
aud which at one time almost caused 
suffocation, still troubles the pontiff. 
lf his Illness continues in its pres­ 
ent 
course Die pope will

grow w eaker each day. Even if the 
bronchial affection does uot develop 
into actual pneum onia, It is doubtful 
how long the constitution of the pa­ 
tient ta u hold out.
